Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 23-49 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
show or make obvious Applicant's lever arrangement coupling the first hinge part to the second 
hinge part outside the hinge pin (claim 25); the first and second levers of the lever arrangement 
(claim 23); the web protrudes from the first hinge part (claim 45); and the drive unit outside the 
pivot axis (claim 49).
